r DEAR COMRADES,— So 
far, I have taken up your 
time and my own In little 
more than setting forth 
reasons for caution and 
hesitancy on this interest- 
ing subject. I must now 
come to business. Suppos- 
ing that prudence and re- 
ligion alike Indicato the de- 
sirahllity of Marriage, what Is to be done 
next ? The next step, It seems to me, is 
to fix In your own mind a Standard as to 
the qualities and character In e partner 
which will be likely to promote your fu- 
ture happiness, and assist you in the 
great business of life. 

Hbto a Standard. 

If a man goes to Market to purchase a 
horse, before lie starts he forms an idea 
in his mind as to the kind of animal that 
he needs. If he goes forth to seek a house 
in which to live, he duly considers what 
sort of a resldcnco he requires. If a wo- 
man wants a maid to assist her In her 
housework, or to wait upon her, she 
forms a distinct notion of tho character 
and ability of the servant she wants. 

Then, ought not a man or a woman to 
form a distinct Ideal In their minds as to 
what is required In the individual they 
need to mi so elose, so tender and so Im- 
portant a position as Husband or Wife ? 

Especially should this bo the case when 
It is remembered thnt this Is n Union 
that must continue as long as life shall 
last. If the horse does not prove sultablo 
after trial, the farmer who hns bought 
It can sell It again nnd obtain another. 
If tho house Is a disappointment to the 
tenant after residence, it can be vacated, 
or If the servant falls to fulfil the, expect- 
ations of the mistress she can be ex- 
changed for another. But should husband 
or wife find that they have been mistaken 
In their choice, there is no alternative for 
them. The Union must last until dissolved 
by death. Thero is no room found for re- 
pentance here, 

1 therefore advise all whom It may 
concern that they should, by prnyer ctnd 
reflection, get Inrn trmlr rn!n<l» « Hvfe; 
picture of the sort of man or woman like- 
ly to prove suitable for a Ufo-companlon. 
seeing that it must be a most unpleasant 
experience— nay, to many, a great agony— 
to wake up, after tho Matrimonial Knot 
has been tied, to And that a dire mistake 
hns been made— a mistake that only death 
ean remedy, 

My tins Methods, 

The course I recommend to others 1 
acted upon myself. Years before the time 
came- In which I made any use of It, I had 
a Standard in my own mind ns to the 
sort of woman I required for a partner, 
and I have no doubt It helped to pilot me 
through a great deal of temptation In 
those early dnys. Similarly, when but a 
young girl, my dear wife made up her 
mind to the same course. She ronolved 
that unless *hc had reason to believe 
that the Individual seeking her hand pos- 
sessed certain specific qualifications, no 
matter what other gifts he might possess, 
she would refuse the offer, I recommend 
the same plan to my young ComrndcH. It 
will bo Ukelv to save them from some cf 
tho mlslnkcs so commonly made around 
them, the results of which they can ste 
with their own eyes in the life-long mis- 
eries entailed upon tens of thousands. It 
would be a wonder If there were not a 
treat deal of wretchedness ot this de- 
scription in the world, considering tho 
haphazard, reckless way in which 
matehos nre often made. 

Salvationists must act with wisdom. 
I write for thorn. No matter what their 



age. personal qualities or position may 
be, they can readily adapt my counsels to 
their own case, and if my Standard does 
not exnetly suit the notions of those out- 
side our ranks who may read this paper. 
It may help them to form one for them- 
selves. 

I ivlll put my qualifications In tho order 
of importance with which tiiey atl'lie 
mc as I write : 

1,-Soligion. 

1. AND FIRST. AND OF MOST IM- 
PORTANCE, I MUST NAME HELM- 
ION. That Is Religion as Interpreted by 
The Army, consisting of a definite experi- 
ence of personal Salvation, Involving 
what I have described at Exeter Hall a 
few days auo aa the Throe Points of the 
Salvation Charter. They are :— 

1. A definite sense of the favour of 
God. 

2. The possession of a Divine ability to 
load a holy life, resulting from the .-e- 
generatlon of the heart by the power 
of the Holy Ghost. 

3. A life of uniform devotion to the 
glory of God and the good of Mankind. 

This Is my first qualification. You must 
have that. To enter Into Marriage rela- 
tionship with any one who cannot he thus 
described is little short of Religious Mad- 
ness, and must be In direct violation of 
the law of God. Spiritual things are 
spiritually discerned. Only Spiritual per- 
sons can see and understand them. Think 
of having a partner to whom you are an 
enigma all your days : who can neither 
understand your feelings, your views, 
your consecration for the present. i,r 
your hopes lor tho future ; who won't 
understand you In life, and won't under- 
stand you In death. And not only who 
does not understand these things, but iiaa 
no leal sympathy with you In them. The 
very thought Is Intolerable. 

Paul says : "Be yo not unequally yoked 
together with Unbelievers, for what fel- 
lowship hath righteousness with unright- 
eousness, and what union hath light with 
darkness, and «iml usmuiuiil iialii the 
temple of God with Idols ? for ye arj tho 
temples of the living God." 

If that docs not forbid the marriage of 
the sons and daughters of God with jien 
and women who arc not saved, and living 
under the direct Inspiration of the Holy 
Ghost, pray what does it mean ? And 
yet there are numbers who allow them- 
selves to be cajoled by ungodly lovers, 
persunded by worldly relations, or led 
by sentimental fancies or animal passions 
into Union with tho unconverted, and 
who, as a rule, backslide in consequence. 

Oh, what a crowd of men and women, 
es|>eclally women, are walking about the 
earth to-day living Cliristless lives, rear- 
ing ChrlstlCfis families, and on their way 
to a Chrlstlcss destiny as the result tt 
Godless. Self-willed Unions with the un- 
converted : 

"I shall win him over." Is the senseless 
excuse with which many try to Justify 
themselves for such conduct : but. ulas ! 
the winning over Is usually In the oppo- 
site direction. 1 have wondered some- 
times how It is that with these mlxud 
marriages tho Christian usually goes over 
to tho enemy, and I have arrived at the 
conclusion thnt the secret ot the calamity 
can be traced to tho fact that the Holy 
Spirit Is grieved, and the Backsliding 
commenced, by tho barefaced transgres- 
sion of the dictates of Common-Sense and 
tho open opposition to the Divine com- 
mand. 

My Comrpdes. unless you bave made up 
your minus to the rearing of families to 
serve the Devil and finish up In Hell. 
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don't marry, under any pretence wh»i 
over, except you can marry la the lSJJ."

5. CONSECRATION. You are not jour 
own. You Kay so, and I hope you leu 
as you profess ; but If you are gojii" 
to tuke to your heart and unlic your' 
self with another, he or she mu<t 
share your feelings as to the privilege 
and duty of laying body, soul, chl!J- 
rcn, and all tho possible outcome ol 
the union, on tho Altar of Saeiillceior 
God and tho World. 

So much for Salvatlonism. 

Ill -Health 

3. THE THIRD QUALIFICATION IS 
HEALTH. I am not quite clear as to ills 
laying down of any Inexorable rule on 
this point. It seems hardly right for i 
man or woman to deslrt? more In this di- 
rection than they are prepared to gli*. 
and even If they bring a strong, vigorous 
oody to the union themselves, It docs Em 
follow that they should niwavs Insist 
upon the same In return. Still, If Ms 
Is not essential It Is very desirable. 

There may, however, be many thins* 
that compensate for Its absence. lnd«d. 
1 thought there were In my case, when I 
was betrothed to my own Beloved. Al- 
though Hhe was In very delicate health ai 
the time. I chose her because she wis so 
beautifully good, so Intensely devoted, and 
seemed to mo so wonderfully Intellectual, 
which, taken altogether, made her ap- 
pear so far beyond my <M?ry<s?s tfesi 
ncr bodily weakness sink into Inslenift- 
caneo ; so I made the venture, depending 
upon God's mercy, nnd it was strange 
how He came near and helped her In she 
matter of health for the thirty-tour Ion? 
years she was allowed to remain by my 
side. And In the long run she was not 
only able to do more for her family, In 
the way of nursing, and for her horns, 
In its service, than most women, but to do 
a great deal tor the Kingdom of God In 
addition ; and how much she did for me 
only eternity will deelare. 

IV.-Alllnlty, 

4. THEN THERE IS AFFINITY. That 
Is, there should be as mueh agreemem 
In taste and likings, both of head and 
heart, between the parties as will be 
likely to ensure their wnlktng together 
through life with a measure of eomfort 
and unity. 

All around ua there arc any number c( 
husbands nnd wives who are not only re- 
ligious but devoted and consecrated, 
whose marriage relations, If they cannot 
lie correctly described as actually InHor- 
ablo, are very far from being happy, and 
nre nnly endured as a necessity. Some 
difrcreiiec In the temper or disposition 
makes them distasteful to each otlwr. 
They mny not qunrrel, or have any oprn 
differences, no hard words may be Bpoken 
and no hard feelings mny be indulged In 
between them, but there Is no real friend- 
ship, to say nothing of Mve. They don't 
find their earthly satisfaction in eacn 
other's company. For that they turn 
to the children, or to business, or to 
friends, or elsewhere, or they may find 
it In Qod, or they may not Una It ot all- 

There are other qualifications than 
those named that hnve to do with ■■j 
happy marrtngp, which, if sanctified and 
hallowed hv humility nnd grnce. will "id 
to the vnlue of the Union, but upon them 
I must postpone until next week what re' 
mark3 I mny have to offer.

When Archie was retaken In Drury 
Lane, he was sent before the prison di- 
rectors, and sentenced lo one month's 
diet of bread anil water, six mouths In 
Irons, and to wear a "canary" suit, which 
was a gaudy mixture of yellow and black 
fer purposes of u.ulck identification 
amongst tlio other men, because ho had 
shown himself to be a slippery and extra- 
ordinary criminal. 

■'They says, 'Aha. ! ycV back again.' 
said Archie, speaking of his reception. 
'Ves.' says I. 'and I'll gel away again.' 

•- 'Never,' they says. 'Never ag:iln. 
We'll break you In. and

"Never," said Archie. "You don't know 
who you arc talking to. All the brcad- 
alid-water diets, and chains and Hoggins, 
and thrciits, and prisons and warders In 
the wurid «III nwd' Uunu inc." 

in all these words Archie spoke a great 
truth. In nil his prison experience not 
one detail of the punishment ever made 
an Impression for good upon him. 

lie was a bred-and-born criminal, and 
all materialism Hint was tried upon him 
only hardened his heart and strengthened 
his will In Ihc paths of vice. 

The three hundred convicts who li.i«l 
been selected as compulsory passengers 
to the Bermudas were men of the most 
desperate and hardened characters. Some 
of them were "lifers." and some had es- 
caped bunging through n Haw or n doubt 
In the evidence at the trial. 

Archie's association with such men only 
advanced him further In the book of 
criminality. His mind was more fixed 
than ever to he a law-brcnkcr, and wngo 
war upon noclely and against all mo.'al 
right. 

It was scvea o'clock ono morning when 
the three hundred convicts went on bonrd 
the good ship "Albatross." A strong force 
of sentries wore on duly, with loaded 
muskeis rendy to shoot any man down 
who attempted to escane by diving nvr. 
board or otherwise. 

The Silent System 
was not in vogoc in these days, and every 
man expressed his feelings in a. very 
emphatic manner at being Innsuoi led 
to an out-of-llie-world place like the lone- 
ly Bermudas, buyond me reach of up-lo- 
dale civilization, where "decent cribs," 
niul "big Jobs," and "likely places," an.l 
slmllnr attractions to the criminal mind 
were not. 

The convlels cursed everything and 
everybody. After exhausting the swear- 
er's vocabulary, they cursed the lingllsh 
language for Its dearth of words to give 
vent to their feelings, and some even 
wished for a conversant knowledge or 
the Chinese language, whose alphabet 
conlnlns four thousand characters, so 
thai a conilnnnl stream of new oaths and 
nurses might play a part In their terrible 
denunelnllnns. 

There wns no mistake, It was n ship- 
load of human -wrccknge— Just so many 
tons of snelul refuse (hot was being car- 
ried nwny lo be dumped down on an out- 
of-the-way comer nf the <^arth. 

There was no Salvation Army Social 
Sclicmo In those days ; hut, out of lh:'se 
(luce hundred convicts, four of them, 
after many yonrs of rough tumlnlnR 
nlwiit Iho world, renched the Salvation 
Army Pilsmi-Ontc Home In London. 

Many of them died or yellow fever in 
Ihc llcrmudas. Some did from other 
causes. Some rcnuilmi] on tho Islands 
after completing their TOnteiiees ; hut 
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Brigadier Bead, accompanied by Ad)a. 
lunts llanlou. Hay and Brother Sims, did 
three days' special meetings at St. Cath- 
arines, including the wedding of Ensign 
Atlwell nnd Capuiln Frlnk. 

Band to tho from. We marched to tlio 
open-air stand nnd soon had a line audi- 
ence. Brigadier ashed some of the shup. 
keepers for the loan of a chair, and with' 
In a minute he had two, and preachers 
on top of them.

I wu> 
wondering if he was accustomed lo kiav- 
drllls. 

The Holiness Heeling at 11 a. in. was a 
beauty. BltOTIHilt SLMS, In Ills testi- 
mony, referred to the meaning of tlio 
word, BT. CATIIAKINKS. He said it 
menul, cleansed, or pure, anil quoted ihe 
lext. "As a man tlilnkelh in his Mean, 
SO 1113 IS." 

BHIGADlEll spoke on false pronhcts, 
and said he sometimes met them In Army 
uniform, bnt Inwardly they were danger- 
ous busy-bodies and Injurious to have 
about.

Al nil. m. we hnd a great turn-nut, anil 
umrched to the park, where abuut four 
hundred people listened to us.
